It was admitted by 
the parties that both the’ plain- 
tiff’s and the defendant's portions 
of the floor were domestic tene- 
ments. -Mr? Watson admitted that: 
it. seemed rather bard that the 
sub-tenant. should have to pay $77 
a month when the lesses only had

-the sub-tenant rented, but Mr. 


Watson's submission was that the 
main object of the Ordinancé waa 
to protect the tenant in actual
